A resolution was adopted requiring the Secretary of 
the'Treasury to communicate to the Senate any eor- 
resjjondence with the Bank of the Tinted States on the 
subject of the branch drafts, and dividends withheld, not 
heretofore communicated. 
Also, to inform the Senate 
whether the Directors on the part of the Government 
have been refused access to the hooks and accounts of 
the institution. 
In tin 
House, the Committee on 
Military Affairs 
were instructed to inquire and report upon the expedien­ 
cy of abolishing the office of mujor-General-Coru- 
mander-in-< hief, and of providing for a fixed allowance, 
and for a reduction and more equitable distribution of 
the pay, rations, and ctnolumeiils of the General and 
I Staff officers of the army. 
A 
resolution 
was olTered, that 
the President of 
the United States he requested to communicate to tins 
House any information he may possess respecting the 
burning of the building occupied by the'Treasury De­ 
partment in the year 1833. 
It was ordered to lay on 
the table one day. 
Resolutions referring the subjects embraced in the 
President’s Message to the appropriate committees,were 
offered—one of them referring so much of the Message 
as relates to the political relations of the United States 
with other nations to the committee on Foreign Affairs. 
'The resolutions having been read, Mr Clayton proposed 
an amendment, in the following terms :— “ That so 
much of the President’s Message as relates to the treaty 
with France concluded at Paris on the 4th day of July, 
1831, be referred to the Committee of Foreign Affairs, 
with instructions to report that it is expedient to await 
the further action of the French Chambers on the ques­ 
tion submitted to them of granting the appropriations 
necessary to carry the treaty into effect, inasmuch as the 
delay of consummating its terms seems to have proceed­ 
ed more from the delicate and important character of 
the claims resting on voluminous documentary evidence, 
their long standing, and the peculiar complextty of the 
principles involved in their adjustment, than from any 
design, on their part, to impair the friendly relations 
which have so long and happily subsisted between the 
French and American governments, or any desire to 
evade the peiformance of ample justice when the whole 
matter shall have been fully and fairly considered.” 
I pon this motion a debate ensued, in which Messrs. 
Clayton, Claiborne, Archer and Johnson participated— 
after which Mr Clayton withdrew his motion.
